Council relocation: no 


more delays 


BUSINESS leaders in Honiton have called for an 
end to the uncertainty over East Devon District 
Council's office relocation, with further delays 
now threatening to de-rail the project. 

Councillors will meet to debate the matter again 
this week, after 15 newly-elected independents 
called for a six-month suspension of the scheme. 

The latest developments have angered local 
businesses, who believe moving the district 
council's headquarters to Honiton will bring a 
major economic boost to the town centre. 

They say now is the time to put the debate to bed 
and “move forward" with the project. 

EDDC finally signed off the deal in March, after 
years of planning and deliberation. 

Its current land at Knowle, in Sidmouth, looks 
set to be sold off, with the council offices relocated 
to Honiton's Heathpark estate by May 2017. 

EDDC leader Paul Diviani said last week: “We 
have already consulted with our staff, but we are 
happy to debate the relocation in further detail at 
the request of councillors who have been elected 
on this single issue, which was part of their man¬ 
ifesto commitment.

EAST Devon’s ebullient leader Paul Diviani, my Conservatives as a left wing agitator because I

West Hill campaigners Residents complain of 
to hand over petition skatepark noise 


A PETITION backed by almost 400 West Hill res¬ 
idents will be presented to council chiefs tomor¬ 
row, as campaigners step up their bid to break 
away from Ottery St Mary. 

Members of the West Hill Parish Council Cam¬ 
paign are preparing to gather at Knowle on 
Wednesday (June 3rd), where they will formally 
make their case for independence. 

Campaigners are due to present a paper to East 
Devon District Council's chief executive Mark 
Williams, supported by a petition containing the 
signatures of 392 village residents. 

The petition is set to trigger a community gov¬ 
ernance review, during which time local people 
will be asked whether a new parish council for 
West Hill should be formed. 

If district bosses decide to back the bid, the first 
West Hill council elections could take place in less 
than two years' time (May 2017).

SOUTH SOMERSET 
Sport England funding 
to help get Somerset 
residents active 


INACTIVE residents of Chard, Ilminster and 
Crewkerne are set to benefit from a £334,000 ac¬ 
tivity boost. 

The funding follows a successful lottery bid led 
by South Somerset District Council (SSDC). The 
Click into Activity project is one of only 16 projects 
nationally to receive investment from Sport Eng¬ 
land's “Get Healthy, Get Active" fund. 

The successful bid was the result of a partner¬ 
ship between Somerset Health and Wellbeing 
Board, University of the West of England in Bris¬ 
tol, Somerset Activity and Sports Partnership, 
SSDC and the CLICK GP Federation, which covers 
the area of Chard, Ilminster and Crewkerne. 

SSDC healthy lifestyles officer, Charlie Coward, 
said: “Click into Activity will give local GP surger¬ 
ies the opportunity to offer healthy lifestyle sup¬ 
port to inactive patients. The aim of this project is 
to address a lack of intensive healthy lifestyle in¬ 
terventions for people who are diagnosedas ei¬ 
ther diabetic, pre-diabetic or hypertensive. 

‘ Tt will work by referring identified patients to ex¬ 
ercise specialists who will then offer support'. 
These patients will be encouraged to participate in 
sports sessions which are specifically designed for 
inactive people with long term health conditions." 


A COLYTON resident has complained of “unbear¬ 
able" noise from the skatepark at the Peace Me¬ 
morial Playing Field.

Councillor Rodney Turner had taken up this in¬ 
vite and said he was “amazed" to find that the 
noise seemed even louder from the house than it 
did when actually stood in the playing field.

Councillors call for ‘ignorant’ 
library officials to resign 


AXMINSTER town councillors have 
passed a vote of no confidence in the the 
two people leading Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s (DCC) Library Service - Councillor 
Roger Croad and head of libraries Ciara 
Eastell. 

The action followed a letter by the former, ruling out 
increased opening hours at Axminster Library for the 
time being. 

The motion was proposed by town councillor and 
former Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden, who told 
Pulman^s View his main problem is not necessarily 
the lack of longer hours, but the “unnecessarily dis¬ 
missive and ignorant” attitude of the library service 
chiefs. 

As a recent example. Councillor Walden pointed to 
County Councillor Croad’s written reply to Axminster 
Town Council. 

In his opening paragraph. Councillor Croad queried 
if town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie wrote on behalf of the 
town council or as an individual - despite the letter 
being on headed town council paper, according to 
Councillor Walden. 

Councillor Croad then closed his letter by writing: 
“I trust this draws our correspondence on this matter 
to an end.” 

Councillor Walden totally disagrees, saying there is 
every reason to keep the discussion about longer 
opening hours alive. 

The wording of the town council’s vote of no confi¬ 
dence had not been finalised at the time of going to 
press, but Councillor Walden said it will be sent to 
DCC leader John Hart, asking him to ask Councillor 
Croad and head of libraries Eastell to resign. 


Library election 

FANTASTIC Mr Fox topped the polls at Axminster 
Library on election day. 

Children were invited to vote for a book from a list 
of five, and a total of 24 votes were cast. 

Fantastic Mr Fox was elected on eight votes ahead 
of The Enormous Crocodile (6),Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory (6), The BFG (3) and Mrs Ar- 
mitage (I). 

Sarah Jones of Axminster Library said: “We tried to 
make it feel like a real election with ballot papers, a 
voting booth, little pencils and a ballot box. The chil¬ 
dren were excited about the election and stayed for 
the count. 

“There was a big cheer when Fantastic Mr Fox was 
announced the winner. It just shows you are never too 
young to vote.” 


As reported last week, the DCC library service has 
had a fractious relationship with Axminster in the re¬ 
cent past. 

Last year Councillor Croad apologised for not hav¬ 
ing replied to a letter from pressure group Support for 
Axminster Library, but the relationship deteriorated 
into a social media war when a member of the pres¬ 
sure group published satirical cartoons featuring 
Councillor Croad. 

The Support for Axminster Library Group chairman 
Jo Hawkins said: “We too have received rude and dis¬ 
missive letters from Councillor Croad and Ciara East¬ 
ell - and we believe that the town council and the 
people of Axminster deserve better from the officials 
whose salaries we pay.” 

A DCC spokesperson said about the vote of no con¬ 
fidence: “It is difficult to comment on a letter that 
we’ve not yet seen. As that’s the case, we’II wait to 
see it before considering a response.” 

Support for Axminster Library was formed when 
DCC presented plans to make a string of libraries, in¬ 
cluding Axminster, second-tier, and volunteer-led fa¬ 
cilities without professional librarians as part of a 
£1.5 million cost-cutting exercise. 

The plan was withdrawn and replaced with a project 
to turn the library service into an independent mutual. 

DCC said at the time that it would be business as 
usual until further notice at libraries not selected for 
a pilot programme. 

Axminster Library is not in the pilot programme, 
but Support for Axminster Library has continued to 
work for improvements. 

By using DCC’s own figures, the pressure group has 
established that Axminster makes up two per cent of 
the Devon population, but DCC is only spending 0.8 
per cent of its library budget on its facility in Axmin¬ 
ster. 

DCC has not disputed the pressure group’s findings, 
but has refused to increase opening hours in Axmin¬ 
ster. Axminster Library is currently open for 21 hours 
a week, spread over four days.

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Ponies back on Trinity Hiii 


GRAZING animals return to the heath at 
Trinity Hill Local Nature Reserve, near 
Axminster, this summer, writes Anders 
Lars son. 

The nature reserve is owned by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC), which has 
announced that a small number of Exmoor 
ponies will be brought onto site at the be¬ 
ginning of June to help restore the wildlife 
habitat there. 

An EDDC spokesperson explained: 
“Livestock has historically been an essential 
component of heathland management, se¬ 
lectively grazing the vegetation to create a 
variety of ecological niches. ’’The ponies 
will be kept behind electric fencing and 
grazed across various compartments within 
the reserve. 


“These will be temporarily fenced off 
from the public, but have been designed so 
as to not interfere with or obstruct any of the 
existing paths. 

“However, the public is asked to keep 
dogs under close control during this period 
to avoid any conflict with the livestock or 
the ground nesting birds that make Trinity 
Hill their home during summer.” The 
spokesperson also said that the introduction 
of conservation grazing to the heathland fol¬ 
lows some important management work 
carried out over the winter. Areas of the 
heathland were burnt to bring new life and 
variety to parts of the site. ‘Swaling,’ as it is 
traditionally known, has removed the build¬ 
up of old vegetation in areas dominated by 
Purple Moor grass, which is suppressing the 


growth of other plant species and reducing 
the habitat quality for many heathland 
species. The spokesperson added: “The 
burning and subsequent grazing of such 
areas will allow space for a greater diversity 
of flowering plants to establish and the 
heather to return, providing the necessary 
living conditions for many heathland ani¬ 
mals. “Summer is the time to go and ex¬ 
plore this lovely local nature reserve. 

“If you do decide to visit, please could you 
be our eyes and ears on the ground while the 
ponies are on site. 

“If you see any issues during your visit, 
such as unsupervised dogs who are being a 
nuisance to the ponies or wildlife, please con¬ 
tact the Countryside team on 01395 517557 
or email nrobinson@eastdevon.gov.uk.”

Due to the chaos of what has hap¬ 
pened, any female or elderly person returning at night 
has to find parking (if they can) several streets away 
and then, after parking their vehicle, has to walk back 
alone in the dark. This, combined with the traffic speed, 
has made our part of Seaton quite unsafe. 

Speeding has always been an issue on Seaton Down 
Road. Therefore, I can't believe anyone would think that 
by removing the parking spaces no difference would be 
made to the speed of vehicles up and down the road. 
There is definitely a difference to the speed of vehicles, 
as anyone crossing the road can tell you. It is not just 
the local people who are breaking the speed limit as Mr 
Stringer implies, lorries hurtle down the road and could 
easily lose control towards the bottom end. 

Before these changes to our roads, the parking for res¬ 
idents worked out very well and Ryalls Court was not 
used as a car parking area, only very occasionally. I ex¬ 
pect Mr Stringer would be the first to complain if he 
lived in Ryalls Court. A case of “I'm all right Jack”?

Down Road residents only parking would help enor¬ 
mously with this issue. Why should York Road and 
Highwell Road have residents only parking but not us? 
Also, if the cars were parked at an angle, we would be 
able to fit many more people in, including visitors to 
our houses. It would also have the advantage of slow¬ 
ing the traffic down before it gets to the bottom of the 
road as it would become single file for a short stretch 
and act as a traffic calming measure. 

For whose benefit is this latest traffic flow fiasco? 
Certainly not us! More likely for the tourists that will 
be going to the new Jurassic Centre or the houses that 
are now being built next to Tesco.

We have won the first battle! 


■ WE appear to have won the first battle! As many of 
you will know since retiring from general practice last 
year, I have been trying to keep inpatient beds at 
Axminster Community Hospital. 

Last year there were two major setbacks for Axmin¬ 
ster in terms of inpatient beds. Firstly, the Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (CCG) proposed 
consolidating inpatient beds in the East Devon towns 
on three sites instead of the existing five in order to 
save money and be more efficient. This involved the 
proposed closure of beds in Ottery St Mary and 
Axminster. 

Within 48 hours the managing trust. North Devon 
Health Trust (NDHT) for the five hospitals decided on 
grounds of safety to temporarily close beds in Axmin¬ 
ster and move them to Seaton. These two decisions ap¬ 
peared to be connected but both the CCG and NDHT 
deny any connection. 

NDHT promised us in Axminster that the beds there 
would reopen as soon as sufficient staff could be found 
to run it safely. This required more trained nurses than 
in the past to eradicate trained nurses working without 
another trained nurse (lone nursing). As before, the 
trained nurses would continue to be assisted by health¬ 
care assistants. 

The Axminster Hospital League of Friends chal¬ 
lenged the NDHT on their recruitment process and of¬ 
fered up to £300,000 to assist getting Axminster beds 
reopened. The NDHT agreed to form a special task 
group including senior members of their HR and nurs¬ 
ing team to work with members of the Axminster Hos¬ 
pital Action Group and the League of Friends. 


This has been a highly successful group and recruit¬ 
ment has gone well. We have now recruited sufficient 
trained nurses to reopen 16 beds at Axminster in July 
and have 16 beds in Seaton Hospital. 

I must take this opportunity to commend the efforts 
of all concerned, including the members of NDHT who 
have made this work successful. In my mind this is the 
first battle - to reopen Axminster Hospital beds safely 
with sufficient nurses, and we have succeeded. 

There is still the CCG to persuade that it would be 
unwise to consolidate the East Devon beds on three 
sites. We are confident that following other negotia¬ 
tions we have put forward an alternative proposal, 
which would include beds in all five towns, at least for 
the time being. 

We suggest that such a major decision should require 
further detailed evaluation to ensure that any decision 
that is made is fully evidence based, allows for the 
growth that many of the towns are experiencing, espe¬ 
cially Axminster and adheres to the principals of the 
NHS five-year plan. 

We must now await the decision of the CCG but as I 
said at the beginning, the first battle is won and thanks 
to the help of literally thousands of local supporters, 
we have sufficient nurses to reopen Ax mi nster Hospital 
safely. This is a very real and major achievement for 
the community. 

I know that the Axminster GPs look forward to look¬ 
ing after their patients at Axminster again.

the dweiiings were warm in winter and cooi in 
summer. 

Their civiiisation was aiso responsibie for the in¬ 
vention of passports, centrai heating, baths and 
the introduction of spices, cotton and siik into the 
country. 

The discovery of a bath house in Exeter near the 
Cathedrai reminds us that the Romans were an 
important part of our history; they traded with 
iocai farmers and purchased grain and paid for it 
with Roman coins which encouraged trade 
throughout the country.

WE ALL work hard for our money, and once we 
have it a little bit of thought could stop the tax man 
taking away more of it than he is entitled to. Here 
are a few ideas: 

ISA’s 

For 2015/16 the ISA limit increased to £15,240 
for shares and/or cash. The income and growth in 
all types of ISA is tax free. If you have savings 
such as a bank account where tax is being de¬ 
ducted from the interest, consider transferring this 
into an ISA. 

Letting property 

If you let out a furnished spare room in your own 
home to earn a bit of extra cash, don’t forget that 
the first £4250 of rent can be received tax-free. 

If you have a property that you bought to let out, 
don’t forget that you can get tax relief on the in¬ 
terest on a mortgage associated with the purchase. 

Inheritance Tax 

If your estate is worth less than £325,000 when 
you die, no inheritance tax (IHT) is payable. This 
can increase to £650,000 if you are married or in 
a civil partnership. If your estate is worth more 
than this, there is a 40% IHT bill on the extra. The 
simplest way of not leaving your executors with a 
tax headache is to give some of your assets away 
(having first made sure that you can afford this). 
The calculations can get complicated, so it is 
worth getting advice on this. 

Tax Credits 

If you are on the borderline of qualifying for 
Child Tax Credit or Working Tax Credit, remem¬ 
ber that your claim cannot be backdated more than 
three months. If you can’t work out your income 
straight away, it’s important to make a provisional 
claim, even if your assessment in Nil. When you 
know your actual income figures, your claim will 
be backdated to the time you made your provi¬ 
sional claim. 


Pension contributions 

If you pay into a pension scheme at work, a salary 
sacrifice option can increase the amount that is added 
to your pension plan without costing you anything. If 
your employer does not give you this option at the 
moment, ask about it.

Drama unfolds as the Rebels return 


DEVON’S ‘most rebellious town’ will host a Living Histoiy 
Day to commemorate those events some 330 years ago 
when more than 100 men from Coiyton took part in the 
famous Monmouth Rebellion of 1685. 

The Taunton Garrison, as the King’s Militia, will be the 
highlight of the day and will appear in period costume. 
The exciting full day’s programme will begin with the 
Coiyton Town Crier opening the craft and country market 
at 10.30am, followed by Rebel Rousing and proclama¬ 
tions by the King’s Militia. Coiyton Market Place and the 
grounds of St Andrew‘ s Church will be the scene for pike 
& musket drill, flag flourishing, music, dancing and en¬ 
tertainment. 

As well as the fun and excitement of the Taunton Gar¬ 
rison occupying the town, there will also be a living his¬ 
tory camp which will provide an authentic experience of 
a soldier’s life in 1685. Groups of costumed rebels will 
act out street scenes, with the afternoon’s event’s culmi¬ 
nating in the capture and sentencing of those rebels. 
Stall holders and local traders will be in costume and 
there will be a Drum Head Service in St Andrew’s to 
commemorate the historical event. 

Mr Colin Haynes, an acknowledged expert on Coiy¬ 
ton’s part in the Monmouth Rebellion has uncovered 
many of the individual stories of the men and families in¬ 
volved in the events of 1685. Mr Haynes has published 
a book: “The Most Rebellious Town in Devon”, copies 
are available from the Coiyton Heritage Centre and The 
Little Shop. 

In Colin's words: “On May 24th, 1685, the Duke of 
Monmouth set off from Holland, where he had been ex¬ 
iled. His mission was to claim the throne from his 
Catholic uncle, James II, crowned just four months earlier 
against the wishes of many Englishmen. 

“At dusk on June 11th, the Duke and 83 of his closest 
supporters landed at Lyme Regis. Support for his cause 
was strong and his ranks swelled quickly. 

‘Without doubt, Coiyton 



became one of the main 
areas of dissent in East 
Devon. Such was the 
deep-seated strength of 
feeling, 105 Coiyton men 
chose to join the thousands 
who were to follow the 
Protestant Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth and risk everything. 

“Among those taking 
emotional farewells, were 
shoemaker Joseph Speed, 
carpenter James Pyes, tai¬ 
lor John Savage, tanner 
Nicholas Hoare and doctor 
Nicholas Thompson - all 
later to be hanged. 

“The youngest was John 
Abraham, aged just 14 and 
only just married! 

“The Coiyton men were 
among the thousands to be 
routed at the infamous 
Battle of Sedgmoor in 
June of 1685. In the days 
and weeks after the rebel¬ 
lion was put down, 71 men 
from Coiyton faced the 
notorious Judge Jeffreys, 
who tried more than 100 
rebels in a single day.” 

Of those from Coiyton, 
22 men were sentenced to 
transportation to the West 
Indies where they were put 
into slavery. And 14 Coiy¬ 
ton rebels were hanged, 
including two who were 
publicly hanged, drawn 
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and quartered in the town. 

Lortunately, none of the more blood thirsty events of 
1685 will feature in the fun and games during the re-en¬ 
actment of the rebellion.

Blues guitar wonderkid comes to Square

AT 9AM ONE recent morning, Laurence Jones was in a hospital bed in 
Gloucester having his monthly, two-hour treatment for Crohn’s disease. 
12 hours later, he was on stage in London, thrilling his audience as the 
emerging whizz-kid of the blues guitar. 23-year-old Jones was diagnosed 
four years ago with the chronic, long-term condition 
which causes inflammation of the digestive system. 

There is no cure for Crohn’s, but the young musician is 
inspirational proof that it doesn’t have to ruin your life.

The first point is that with any conflict between two par¬ 
ties, both are likely to have played a part. So try to take 
yourself away from the problem - let the other driver go 
on ahead. You might feel wronged, but letting the other 
party go will make no difference to the rest of your day. 

If someone is being confrontational or aggressive, don’t 
make eye contact and don’t react visibly. And in your own

mind, try to think about a different subject as quick as 
you can, so that the incident doesn’t affect you after¬ 
wards. 

If the conflict is more serious and other processes aren’t 
working; call the police, especially if you feel there is a 
threat or possibility of violence against you. 

As mentioned earlier, a sure way of remaining calm in 
this situation is to put this incident in the context of your 
day. How big a part is this compared to your other activ¬ 
ities? 

You might feel frustrated, but letting it go is the best 
course of action. 

If the other party approaches you in your car, can you 
drive away safely? If you can, consider doing so. But 
don’t rush off and drive like the getaway driver in a film, 
or drive off if you think the other driver is going to chase 
you. 

If you or better, your passengers, can film any behav¬ 
iour on your mobile phone it will help in terms of evi¬ 
dence, including the registration number of the other 
vehicle involved. Don’t open your door, don’t open your 
windows fully and don’t start or get provoked into an ar¬ 
gument. 

If you were at fault, admit it and apologise. It may be 
enough to diffuse the situation quickly. And do not do 
anything that can be interpreted as retaliation. Even if 
you weren’t at fault is the argument really worth it? 

Hopefully by now the matter is over and you are driving 
away. Do acknowledge that this incident will have af¬ 
fected your behaviour. If you feel upset or emotional pull 
over and get some fresh air or walk around if you need to 
before resuming your journey. 

Again find some distraction, like listening to the radio 
- move your mind deliberately onto something else - de¬ 
liberately driving well would be a good example - but 
don’t dwell on the incident.
